An architectural firm has been 
chosen to draw up plans for the 
renovation of the Shawsheen and 
Doherty schools. 

Ralph Crossan, chairman of 
the building committee reported 
this week, that the firm of John- 
son, Hotved and Associates of 
Boston have been retained to 
examine and draw up plans fo: 
updating the two educational 
buildings, .

For Public 


(A TOWNSMAN News Feature) 


Andover’s public school stu- 
dents will be facing an unusual 
course this year, either by re- 
quirement or implication - 
common courtesy. 

This is among the goals of Dr, 
Kenneth R. Seifert, superinten- 
dent of schools, as another school

Dr. Seifert sees the need for 
instruction in everyday courtesy 
as becoming a part of the school 
system’s responsibility, 

The superintendent noted this 
week that the matter is not one 
for students alone, but for adults 
and parents as well. 


He said that it is simple to 
determine the need by ex- 
periences ineveryday school life,

. BLOCS BOSSES AND INDEPENDENTS 

Right now there are half a dozen books on the market 
which analyze the American electorate and tell us what party 
which voting blocs will be voting for: Jews, Slavs, Blacks, 
Chicanos, Indians, Greeks, Irish, Poles, Puerto Ricans, Chinese, 
Portuguese, etc. Some even treat a bloc or a group of blocs 
with regional variations: Northeastern, mid-Western, Southern, 
etc. Special interest groups are also being studied under the 
microscopes of journalists, sociologists, and psychologists - to 
see which party is most likely to capture their votes. 

There is, of course, a lot of disagreement among the 
‘experts’. In the first place most of us are members of more 
than one ‘bloc’. Is a Catholic from Atlanta supposed to vote as 
a member of the ‘Catholic Bloc’ or the ‘Southern Bloc?’

This summec’s launching of 
the first Earth Resources Tech- 
nology Satellite -- ERTS-1 -- 
may turn out to be in retrospect 
a major event of the 70s, though 
it hasn’t been noticed much in. 
the excitement of presidential 
politics and concern about the war 
in Vietnam. 

ERTS-1 will measure the pulse 
of the Earth. It will help inven- 
tory the natural resources of the 
globe, and like the instruments 
in the emergency ward of a 
hospital will monitor its 
patient, Earth, for changes af- 
fecting its serious case of 
environmental pollution.

Taking The Earth’s Pulse

from which it can view and photo- 
graph 90 percent of the Earth’s 
surface, skipping only the two 
polar regions. Every 18 days it 
will return to the same spot 
above the Earth’s surface, so 
that scientists studying a particu- 
lar spot can get a long-term 
picture of changes in that area. 

Information will be gathered on 
many different wave lengths, 
some of them invisible to the 
human eye, by televisioncameras 
and a multi-spectral scanner. 
The satellite will send the data 
to the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration’s Data 
Processing Facility in Green- 
belt, Maryland, where NASA will 
relay it to experimenters, 

Over 300 experimenters, 
representing 38 countries antl 
two United Nations groups, are 


taking part. Countries behind the 


Iron and Bamboo Curtains were 
invited to participate, but de- 


clined. 


One of the most exciting 
possibilities is the analysis of 
farm and forest vegetation. The 
satellite’s eye can tell the dif- 
ference between different species 
of plants, because each reflects 
different combinations of light 
wave lengths. It can tell whether 
farms have planted wheat, oats, 
or corn, for example. It can 
tell what trees are inthe forests, 
and can tell when the forests are 
diseased,

sensors is like looking through 
magic glasses; everything glows 
according to its temperature and 
chemical make up. For this rea- 
son, infrared sensors and those 
sensitive to other wave lengths 
can diagnose the Earth’s surface 
environment from afar.’’ 

The Department of Agriculture 
estimates that global benefits 
from agriculture and forestry 
experiments may reach as high 
as $45 billion. 

The satellite will also receive 
information from sensing sta- 
tions on Earth and relay it to 
NASA, On land, on the sea, and 
in the air, battery-powered sta- 
tions will measure the Earth’s 
pulse. Ocean buoys will measure 
wind velocity and direction, water 
temperature and salinity. Bal- 
loons will radio atmospheric 
pressure and temperature in- 
formation. Unattended ground- 
based stations in remote areas 
can send data about weather, 
snow depth, stream flow, earth- 
quakes and volcanic activity, 
Pollution levels in air and water 
can be measured. 

With all this information, 
scientists will be able to learn 
about the movement of glaciers, 
the sedimentation of the coast, 
the presence of oil slicks on the 
ocean, the dynamics of plankton, 
the rise and fall of pollution 
levels with the seasons, and 
dozens of other phenomena which 
have never before been measured 
on a world.-wide scale,

Result In 
Surplus 


Investment of funds by County 
Treasurer Thomas F, Duffy of 
Lynn, Attorney James T. Ronan 
of Salem and Arthur D, Koch- 
akian of Haverhill, has resulted 
in surplus earnings of $95,208.38 
for the county retirement system 
during the year ending Dec. 31, 
1971. Such surplus earnings will 
decrease the amounts required 
to be appropriated to the Funds 
of the Essex County Retirement 
System by the governmental units 
under the jurisdiction of the Re- 
tirement System, 

The trio administers the 
pension funds of some 3100 re- 
tired and working employees of 
Essex County, 19 towns and 14 
water, welfare, veterans serv- 
ices and school districts. 

Average earnings of some 100 
retirement systems throughout 
the State was 4.5 percent during 
1971. This isthe amount received 
by the employees in interest on 
their accounts. 

If a retirement system fails in 
a given year to equal the State 
average in its investment 
returns, Duffy said, the State 
Insurance Division requires it to 
make up the difference by calling 
for an additional levy onthe units 
whose workers it serves. . 

The Treasurer disclosed that 
assets of the County Retirement 
System totaled $7,826,167.24 at 


the end of 1971.

“But it is a side of life we 
have to live with and deal with,” 
Dr. Seifert states, resigned to 
accepting the public’s desires 
and their wish to express them. 

The superintendent affirms 
that he does not think it wrong 
for a parent to want a program 
tailor made for his child, but 
to expect the same from the 
public school system is not being 
realistic, he feels. 

This year, Dr. Seifert would 
like to see some introuuction of 
personal service on the part of 
students at the secondary level 
to the community. 

He looks upon the school 
system as providing something 
for the young people of the town 
and upon reaching a certain area 
of the secondary program, it 
would be benficial for them to give 
of themselves something to the 
community which has provided 
an educational opportunity. 

Such things as helping the sen- 
ior citizens of the community, 
or assisting town boards and 
committees with studies are 
among the area under considera- 
tion for the public service portion 
of the secondary program. 

Dr. Seifert is strong on the 
particular point feeling that if 
a town has provided this educa- 
tional opportunity for so many 
years, then it is selfish for a 
young person not to want to give 
something in return, , 

Such a program would also 
allow the putting into practical 
use some of the tools provided 
by public education, 

As for his personal views and 
the implementation of programs 
in Andover’s school system, Dr. 
Seifert knows some will agree 
with his proposals, others 
find them disconcerting but is 
resigned to the duties of a super- 
intendent in the now generation 
noting, ‘‘that is the status of 
education today.’’

In fact, snowy egrets have been 
appearing in all parts of New 
England as August melted into 
September. 

To some extent, the resurgence 
of snowy egrets indicates that 
conservationists sometimes win 
battles. While in general the vic- 
tories are few, the egret victory 
has added dimensions to the 
aesthetics of the region. For 


| the pure white egret was created 
| while nature was in one of her 


better moods. 

It was the decline of egrets 
and terns toward extinction that 
launched the conservation battles 
that got modern conservation 
under way at the turn of the cen- 
tury. The terns were up here in 
New England. But the egrets -- 
both snowy and common -- were 
way down there in Florida, barely 
hanging on. 

In fact, the late Arthur Cleve- 
land Bent visited Braddock Lake 
in Florida in 1902 and reported 
with considerable delight that he 
believed he had found two nests 
of snowy egrets! 

This summer 36 pairs of snowy 
egrets bred on Stratton Island 
in Maine’s Saco Bay. 

Perhaps an even _ better 
measure of snowy egret popula- 
tion growth lies in the late Lud- 
low Griscom’s report in 1955 
in which he noted that three 
‘specimens of snowy egrets had 
been collected in Massachusetts 
between 1862 and 1897 and that 
six had been reported as visitors 
to the commonwealth between 
1926 and 1947. In 1948 there 
was an unprecedented invasion 
of snowy egrets in Mass- 
achusetts, 18 birds having been 
seen between Cape Cod andBerk- 
shire County.

Housing continues to be a 
serious social problem in our 
country, Studies have shown some 
of the destructive psychological 
effects of living in overcrowded 
conditions; further, we know that 
the psychological effects of living 
in substandard housing are often 
times more subtle, but equally 
dangerous, to an individual. Our 
homes are extensions of 
ourselves. They seem to control 
the way we see ourselves, and 
equally important, how others see 
us. 

According to the 1970 census, 
Greater Lawrence hasover 3,000 
occupied substandard units, with 
over 100 located in Andover, a 
town with comfortable living 
standards. More than 2,000 
Greater Lawrence residents are 
forced to live in overcrowded 
conditions, some dwelling units 
seriously overcrowded, Andover 
has nearly 300 overcrowded 
units, 

The Andover Planning Board 
has compiled a questionnaire 
hoping to develop relevant in- 
formation regarding deficiencies 
in housing in our community. 
We know these deficiencies exist. 
Over 800 Andover residents have 
yearly incomes under $7,000 
while the average Andover family 
income is over $16,000. All of 
us know that there are many 
among us living out their lives 
trapped in deteriorating houses. 

Therefore, I urge every 
Andover resident to respond 
positively to the Planning Board 
Survey with the hope that it will

reduce traffic din, says Robert 
A, Bartlett. 

For years hospitals, schools, 
and churches have found that 
trees hush traffic decibels, Resi- 
dents along busy streets have 
cut down the noise of passing 
autos and trucks by trees 
strategically placed around their 

ses, 

Traffic experts have found that 
trees planted along thruways and 
parkways play a_ safety role. 
That is why new highways that 
lace the nation as ribbons are 
being landscaped with belts of 
trees, 

The trees serve three pur- 
poses; (1) beauty, (2) to mute 
the constant traffic roar that 
adjacent communities hear, and 
(3) to cut down on highway acci- 
dents. 

This latter purpose is just 
now being realized. Noise of 
autos ard trucks passing each 
other at high speeds causes rising 
tensions in the driversor motor- 
ists. Increased tension in turn 
contributes to accidents, Noise- 
reducing trees thus become a 
safety factor.

Mr. Buckley was one of 31 
Massachusetts delegates to the 
GOP national convention who 
voted for a plan to give more 
delegate slots to large, urban 
states like this one. 

‘Three people inMississippi 
now equal five in Massachu- 
setts,’”’ he says. ‘‘One person in 
Alaska equals seven andone-half 
in New York State.” 

So he’s initiating a Federal 
court suit to make his own party’s 
leaders conform to the U.S, Su- 
preme Court’s ‘‘one, man, one 
vote” decision by eliminating 
‘*bonus”’ delegate slots for states 
who go GOP in November and 
allotting convention seats strictly 
on population. 

He says colleagues in Penn- 
sylvania, New York and New Jer- 
sey will join in the suit, which 
the high court is expected to 
consider late next year, and hopes 
that the liberal Republican Ripon 
Society will also join inthe action, 

Three Massachusetts dele- 
gates, and nearly a two-to-one 
majority of the whole convention, 
opposed the reform plan, which 
would have undercut Vice Presi- 
dent Spiro Agnew’s 1976 nomina- 
tion chances. 

‘‘It’s not a question of Agnew,” 
Mr. Buckley maintains, ‘‘but it’s 
a question of the people of Mass- 
achusetts getting fair repre-

sentation. The GOP should follow 
the law, and I’m going to prove 
the unconstitutionality of the 
bonus system.’’ 

Mr. Buckley also calls for re- 
forms in the makeup of conven- 
tion delegations. 

‘*Now,” he says, ‘‘states like 
Mississippi can say ‘we tried’ to 
get a significant number of blacks 
but that ‘we couldn’t.’ Equal re- 
presentation is a slogan without 
teeth.” 

Mr. Buckley argues that Mass- 
achusetts Republicans outnum- 
bered about two-to-one, have be- 
come ‘an exclusive club.” 

‘*We have to open up the party,’”’ 
he says. ‘“‘At this convention 
females were well-represented, 
but not minority groups. Abraham 
Lincoln said this is the party for 
all the people, and I think he’s 
right.”’ 

Massachusetts flavor 

Mr. Buckley’s suit to get larger 
urban states an equal share of 
delegates, which will be filed 
after the November presidential 
elections, will have national 
impact but a distinctly Massachu- 
setts tinge on both sides of the 
court, The Boston law firm of 
Ropes and Gray is due to repre- 
sent the GOP National Committee 
in the landmark suit. 

But Jacqueline Williams, one 
of the three Massachusetts dele- 
gates to oppose the reform pro- 
posals, feels that things are fine 
the way they are in the Republi- 
can party. 

She admits the changes would 
give Massachusetts more dele- 
gates but says ‘‘I don’t believe 
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Andover’s young collegians will 
enjoy keeping abreast of what’s

in change for change sake, 
There’s not enough meat here 
to be worth a change.”’ 

Mrs. Williams feels the Mass- 
achusetts delegation had a good 
mix of young and old, rich and

Mrs. Williams feels the GOP 
should broaden its base but pre- 
dicts that ‘‘you’ll see many new 
faces’? at future conventions 
without reforms. 


Williams 
Critical Of 


Cutbacks » 


Richard Williams, a De- 
mocratic candidate for Brad 
Morse’s congressional seat, has 
called the technical capabilities 
of the Fifth Congressional Dis- 
trict and Eastern Massachusetts 
a ‘‘national resource which the 
Nixon Administration has de- 
liberately misused.’’ 

Speaking to a group of Lexing- 
ton residents, Williams claimed, 
‘*We have put men on the moon 
and been in the backbone of our 
national defense. But the Nixon 
Administration has thrown 
thousands of the most capable 
people in the country out of work 
here because of political retalia- 
tion and disregard for the pro- 
blems that need to be solved in 
this country.” 

Williams maintained that the 
pool of technical personnel and 
industrial capabilities which has 
developed here is matchedby few 
other areas inthe world. ‘‘It must 
be recognized as a critical na- 
tional resource which is dan- 
gerous and foolhard to dissi- 
pate.’’ He pointed out that de- 
fense spending has been in- 
creased by the administration but 
spending in the congressional 
Tatvics has been substantially 
cut. 

According to Williams, some of 
the capabilities here which have 
supported the defense and space 
effort should now be directed to- 
wards solving domestic pro- 
blems. He identified medical 
technology, environmental con- 
trol, mass transit, communica- 
tions, housing and electric power 
generation as problem areas re- 
quiring increased attention. 

‘There are problems of tran- 
sition,” Williams said, ‘‘but the 
biggest problem is getting the 
President and the Congress to 
recognize that the problems 
exist, that they must be solved, 
and that we have the capabilities 
to solve them.”

Unemployment in Massachu- 
setts remained at a high level 
from June to July, with the rate 
increasing slightly from 8.3 to 
8.4 percent. RichardC, Gilliland, 
Director of the Division of Em- 
ployment Security, noted that both 
the number unemployed (225, 300) 
and the unemployment rate were 
above the 213,000 (8.0 percent) 
marks for July 1971 because the 
workforce grew more than em- 
ployment over the past year. 

When the unemployment rate is 
adjusted to remove seasonal fac- 
tors, the adjusted rate dropped 
from 7.5 percent in June to 7.2 
percent in July, the third con- 
secutive monththat sucha decline 
has indicated improvement. The 
comparable adjusted rate for the 
United States held at the same 
5.5 percent as in June. The state 
economy appears to be ex- 
periencing normal seasonal 
fluctuations in employment and 
workforce levels while unem- 
ployment remains at a high 
recession level.

Observed 


Rabbi Harry A. Rothand Robert 
Levinson, president of Temple 
Emanuel, serving the Greater 
Lawrence Jewish Community, 
extends tothe entire JewishCom- 
munity best wishes for a happy 
and healthy New Year. Temple 
Emanuel, which has provided for 
the religious needs of this Jewish 
Community for more than half a 
century, will once again provide 
the opportunity for young and old 
to participate in an up-lifting and 
beautiful religious service 
throughout these days. 

Rosh Hashanah, the Jewish New 
Year, which begins on the 
first day of the Jewish month 
of Tishri, will be ushered in on 
friday evening, Sept. 8. The 
Festival proper will be observed 
Saturday and Sunday, Sept. 9 and 
10. Rosh Hashanah is observed 
as atwo-day festival by Orthodox 
and Conservative Jews, and as a 
one-day Festival by many Reform 
Jews. 

Rosh Hashanah, together with 
Yom Kippur, are very distinct 
and unique Jewish Festivals be- 
cause they do not exude the same 
spirit of exalted joy as the Pil- 
grimage Festivals. These holy 
days are referred to as ‘‘Days 
of Awe,’ They are profoundly 
serious days, which carry with 
them the burden of revitalizing 
moral responsibility within man, 

There is yet another distinction 
between these holy days and the 
Pilgrimage Festivals on the 
Jewish calendar. The New Year 
holidays have no relation to the 
nature festivals or to any his- 
toric event rooted in past Jewish 
history. The primary concern 
of these days is with the life 
of the individual - his religious 
convictions and the need for self- 
evaluation. Far different from 
the raucous New Year of the 
secular calendar, these are days 
which call, not for gaiety and 
noise, but for quiet reflectionand 
meditation. 

The observing of this Festival 
is based upon the Pentateuchal 
command which tells of the ob- 
servance of the first day of 
Tishri as a Holy Day. It is not 
specifically called Rosh Ha- 
shanah, but nevertheless is 
looked upon as the beginning of 
the year. Various peoples 
observe their New Year Festi- 
val at different seasons of the 
year, even in our own days. 
In ancient times, the Babylon- 
ians and Persians, for example, 
began their year in the Spring, 


the ancient Egyptians began their 


new year in the summer, and the 
Romans celebrated the new year 
in the winter. The Bible calls 
for the observance of Rosh 
Hashanah, the New Year, in the 
Fall, even though when the festi- 
val was instituted it was not called 
specifically New Year. 

The exact words of the Bible 
state - ‘‘in the seventh month,

in the first day of the month, 
shall be a solemn rest unto you, 
a memorial proclaimed with the 
blast of horns, a holy convo- 
cation.’’ 

The Festival of Rosh Hashanah, 
‘as it is observed today, is almost 
identical to the method of ob- 
servance of ancient days, though 
prayers today have replaced the 
sacrificial service of ancient 
times. But the intent and the 
awesomeness ofthe Festival, to- 
gether with the sounding of the 
Shofar, are still as stirring, and 
as religiously moving today as 
during those years whentheFes- 
tival was first instituted.
